CITY HALL AND REYBURN PLAZA 


City Hall, including statue of William Penn, is highest structure in Philadelphia, 549 feet. 
Cornerstone was laid July 4, 1874 and building was largely completed by 1901. 
On clear days visitors are offered splendid views of Philadelphia, its waterfront and 
suburbs from the platform, just below the statue of William Penn.

_ WILLIAM PENN STATUE ON TOP OF CITY HALL TOWER 


Designed by A. M. Calder, is 37 feet high and weighs 52,400 pounds. 

The statue is of bronze and was cast in 47 pieces. Its erection on top of tower was com- 
pleted November 28, 1894. 

The rim of the hat is 23 feet in circumference and 3 feet in diameter, face from hat to chin, 
3 feet 3 inches, hair 4 feet long, hands 4 feet long, feet 5 feet 4 inches long. 

The scroll bears the seal of Charles II (2 feet in diameter), and an inscription from the 
preamble to the charter signed in March 1681, giving William Penn absolute proprietary of 
the province of Pennsylvania. 





INDEPENDENCE HALL—Chestnut Street between 5th and 6th Streets. 
In this beautiful building—the most historic spot in the United States of 
America—the Declaration of Independence was signed July 4, 1776. 
Here, Washington, on June 16, 1775, accepted his appointment as 
General of the Continental Army. 
The Independence Hall was built during the years 1732 to 1741. 
The building is open to the public free every day in the year. 


The famous old LIBERTY BELL, which announced the Proclamation of 
the adoption of the Declaration of Independence on July 4, 1776, is 
housed in the main corridor of the Independence Hall. 

The lettering on its crown reads: 

“PROCLAIM LIBERTY THROUGHOUT ALL THE LAND UNTO ALL 
THE INHABITANTS THEREOF.—Lev. XXV.10” 

“By the Order of the Assembly of the Province of Pennsylvania for 
the State House in Philada.”
